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COVENANTS 

One  of  the  most  beneficial  ways  to  help  RNC  is  through  a  Deed  of  Covenant.  This  simply  means  that  you  agree  to  donate  a 
specific  amount  of  money  each  year  for  a  period  of  four  years  or  more.  This  allows  the  College  to  reclaim  from  the  Inland 
Revene  the  Income  Tax  that  would  have  been  paid  on  the  covenanted  amounts.  In  this  way  at  the  standard  rate  of  tax  we  actually 
receive  £143  if  you  covenant  £100.

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PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 


We  are  asking  more  of  our  students  and  they  are  giving  it.  It 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  as  technology  advances  the  capacities  of 
the  visually  handicapped,  so  it  advances  the  capacities  of  the  fully 
sighted  as  much  or  even  more.  The  visually  handicapped  therefore 
need  not  only  up-to-the-minute  training  but  also  outstanding 
determination.  Technology  can  threaten  the  visually  handicapped 
unless  they  master  it.  The  challenges  for  the  individual,  though 
different,  are  as  demanding  as  they  were  a  hundred  years  ago,  and 
similar  dedication  and  resourcefulness  are  needed  to  meet  them. 

Business  Studies 

The  Pilkington  Department  of  Business  Studies  is  preparing 
students  for  this  challenge  by  introducing  training  in  Database 
Management  systems.  The  Department  of  Industry  has  contributed 
a  RA1R  Computer  with  colour  and  speech  terminals  to  enable  us  to 
do  this.  These  studies  will  be  combined  with  our  Word  Processing 
course  which  is  now  six  years  old. 

The  BTEC  General  Diploma  course  run  for  the  first  time  this  year 
by  the  Department  has  been  an  outstanding  success.  Not  only  have 
the  students  on  this  course  extended  their  skills  and  confidence 
through  a  wide  range  of  assignments,  but  also  they  have  reached  a 
higher  level  of  competence  in  typewriting  than  has  usually  been 
reached  in  the  past  by  first  year  students  who  did  not  have  these 
additional  challenges.  We  have  had  to  expand  the  numbers  we  can 
accept  on  this  course  from  32  to  40,  such  is  the  demand. 

Of  the  25  leavers  from  this  Department,  21  achieved  Stage  II 
qualifications  (an  employable  level),  including  10  with  Stage  III  (an 
exceptional  standard).  Of  the  remaining  four,  with  only  Stage  I 
qualifications,  two  withdrew  before  completing  their  courses,  while 
the  other  two  are  deaf-blind  and  had  intractable  problems. 

A  new  venture  was  a  holiday  course,  held  in  the  Department,  lor 
visually  handicapped  office  workers  at  present  in  employment.  They 
were  able  to  practise  with  the  latest  office  equipment  as  well  as  with 
aids  to  the  visually  handicapped  with  which  they  were  unfamiliar. 
Volunteer  lecturers  from  the  Department  of  Business  Studies  gave 
ample  support  and  those  present  broadened  their  skills  and  gained  in 
confidence.  This  area  of  refreshment  and  updating  is  one  for  which 
there  is  an  increasing  demand,  which  we  shall  attempt  to  satisfy.

Vocational  Preparation 

We  are  also  paying  more  attention  to  job-seeking  and 
presentation.  Living  Skills  lecturers  have  worked  profitably  with 
Business  Studies  lecturers  in  this  area.  Top  qualifications  may  ensure 
an  interview,  but  at  the  interview  the  candidate  must  be  personable 
and  convincing.  These  are  the  skills  of  the  good  salesman,  and  they 
are  not  usually  acquired  without  training.  We  must  not  expect  our 
students  to  sell  their  life’s  work — themselves — without  guidance.  An 
even  fuller  Vocational  Preparation  course  is  shortly  to  be  introduced 
for  all  our  leavers. 

The  New  Building 

During  1983  we  purchased  the  Library  Building  of  the  former 
College  of  Education,  initially  to  house  the  Bernard  Sunley  National 
Computing  Centre  for  the  Visually  Handicapped.  The  ground  floor 
has  been  reconstructed  by  our  skilled  maintenance  staff.  The 
Computing  Centre  consists  of  a  lecture  room,  study  room,  terminal 
room,  and  rooms  for  the  Mini-computers  and  the  Head  of 
Department.  In  addition  there  are  three  lecture  rooms  for 
Mathematics,  a  lecture  room  for  Word  Processing  and  Information 
Processing,  a  room  for  the  Braille  Transcription  unit,  and  a  Research 
Laboratory  for  the  Mountbatten  Fellow. 

The  Mountbatten  Research  Fellow  who  will  design  and  develop 
the  electronic  Mountbatten  Brailler  has  been  appointed.  He  is  Mr. 
Ernest  Bate,  a  Senior  Student  of  St.  Catharine’s  College,  Cambridge, 
with  an  outstanding  academic  record  in  engineering  and  already 
some  experience  of  the  design  and  production  of  aids  for  the 
handicapped.  There  is  every  sign  that  he  will  bring  this  project  to  a 
successful  conclusion  within  the  three  years  available.  He  would 
be  happy  to  provide  his  design  specification  for  comment  to  any 
reader  who  is  interested. 

The  Computer  Centre 

The  Computer  Programmer’s  course,  based  on  the  City  &  Guilds 
certificate,  is  now  recognised  by  the  Manpower  Services  Commission 
for  funding.  This  means  that  we  can  now  accept  suitably  qualified 
mature  students  whom  Local  Authorities  are  not  normally  able  to 
support.  To  cater  for  an  increasing  demand  we  have  upgraded  the 
mini-computer  to  a  16-user  system,  with  a  wide  variety  of  terminals 
including  enlarged  character,  speech,  and  braille. 

General  Studies 

The  Department  of  General  Studies  is  responsible  this  year  for  40 
students  studying  for  ‘A’  levels,  and  1 20  studying  for  ‘O’  levels.  The 
level  of  achievement  is  encouraging.  ‘A’  level  courses  in  Physics  and 
Mathematics  are  now  firmly  entrenched.  ‘A’  level  Physics  is  taught  at 
Herefordshire  Technical  College  with  very  considerable  resource 
back-up  from  this  College  and  with  our  Physics  lecturer  in 
attendance  to  guide  students  through  this  material  and  to  give 
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tutorials  afterwards.  Mathematics  has  benefited  from  our  new 
accommodation  and  irom  there  now  being  seven  lecturers  teaching 
the  subject  at  all  levels  from  remedial  to  advanced.  English  also  has 
six  lecturers  available  to  satisfy  an  ever-increasing  demand.  The 
Library  continues  to  grow  and  an  increasing  range  of  electronic 
reading  devices  for  both  blind  and  partially  sighted  students  has 
encouraged  a  fuller  use  of  the  Library  Study  Room.  Ten  General 
Studies  students  out  of  eleven  achieved  the  academic  qualifications 
they  needed  to  move  on  to  a  range  of  institutions  for  Higher 
Education. 

Piano  Tuning  Department  Expansion 

Over  £40,000  has  been  given  by  a  wide  range  of  Trusts  and 
individuals  towards  the  cost  of  building  and  equipping  a  set  of  eight 
additional  Tuning  Rooms  which  will  enable  us  to  expand  the  Sobell 
Department  of  Piano  Tuning  and  Repairs.  An  additional  lecturer  in 
Piano  Tuning  has  been  appointed  to  cope  with  the  intended  increase 
in  numbers  from  thirty  students  to  thirty-six.  We  hope  thus  to 
eliminate  the  long  waiting  list  and  prepare  yet  more  visually 
handicapped  people  for  interesting  and  certain  employment. 

Sir  George  Thalben  Ball 

The  Music  Department  crowned  its  series  of  concerts  with  a  visit 
from  Sir  George  Thalben  Ball  who  played  to  a  capacity  audience. 
This  was  a  supreme  musical  experience  which  showed  what  a  fine 
organ  we  have,  and  also  demonstrated  a  mastery  of  organ  playing 
which  few  can  aspire  to.  Sir  George,  incidentally,  has  been  a 
Governor  of  the  College  for  nearly  forty  years  and  it  was  a  particular 
pleasure  to  us  to  see  him  here  again  on  Speech  Day. 

The  support  from  LEA’s 

Most  Local  Authorities  have  a  bad  educational  press,  because  of 
the  financial  constraints  imposed  upon  them.  We  are  very  sensitive  to 
these  pressures  and  keep  our  own  financial  house  in  order  (to  the 
extent  of  an  increase  in  fees  of  only  3.2%  for  the  current  year)  bv  such 
expedients  as  changing  our  heating  from  oil  to  gas.  In  our  experience 
most  Local  Education  Authorities  are  highly  responsible  towards 
their  visually  handicapped  young  people.  Help  is  hardly  ever  relused 
when  the  need  is  fully  explained  and  supported.  Indeed,  among  those 
sponsored  by  Local  Authorities  at  this  present  time  we  have  three 
students  who  are  refugees  from  their  own  countries,  virtually 
stateless  persons,  blinded  by  the  violence  of  war.  All  are  remarkable 
personalities  whom  we  are  proud  to  help,  and  it  is  to  the  credit  ot  the 
humane  considerations  in  Education  Committee  rooms  that  they 
have  been  sponsored.  Not  every  department  passes  the  buck  or 
refuses  to  accept  that  we  share  a  common  humanity. 

This  situation  may  change  and  more  attempts  may  be  made  to 
incorporate  visually  handicapped  students  in  ordinary  Further 
Education  courses.  However,  there  is  increasing  evidence  to  show  the 
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unwisdom  of  a  general  move  in  this  direction.  In  the  U.S.A.,  the  most 
“integrated”  country  in  the  world,  much  expertise  has  been  lost  over 
the  last  ten  years,  or  has  been  moved  over  to  help  the  multi¬ 
handicapped,  who  have  never  had  it  so  good.  But  many  of  the  able 
blind  have  never  had  it  so  bad.  For  example,  the  Director  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Centre  for  the  Visually  Handicapped  at  Mississippi 
State  University  states  that  many  instructors  training  visually 
handicapped  people  for  employment  have  noted  that  “integrated” 
students  are  not  so  well  prepared  for  employment  as  those  who  come 
from  specialist  schools. 

Help  needed  for  mature  students 

The  present  need  in  this  country  however  is  for  MSC  funding  for 
mature  students.  These  are  either  people  whose  sight  has 
deteriorated  in  the  first  half  of  their  working  lives  or  people  whose 
training  is  no  longer  relevant  to  contemporary  employment.  They 
often  have  dependants,  and  unless  they  are  acceptable  for  Piano 
Tuning  or  Computer  Programming  (for  which  MSC  provides 
grants),  their  situation  is  hopeless.  We  have  had  to  turn  away  many 
fine  people  who  once  had  good  careers  and  who  are  eager  to  work. 
Each  “no”  is  the  destruction  of  a  life — often  of  a  family.  Yet  many 
could  have  been  trained  in  aspects  of  Business  Studies  and  could  now 
be  self-supporting — as  well  as  self-respecting.  Money  spent  by  the 
nation  now  could  be  returned  to  it  a  hundred-fold.  Training  in  new 
skills,  and  sometimes  the  learning  of  a  new  communication  medium, 
takes  time,  especially  for  those  no  longer  young.  A  year  may  not  be 
long  enough.  But  success  can  be  achieved.  It  is  no  more  impossible 
than  it  is  for  a  good  golfer  to  maintain  his  skills  after  he  has  lost  a 
limb  ...  It  is  that  order  of  courage  and  dedication  that  many  of  these 
people  possess.  And  that  is  a  measure  of  the  shameful  waste  to  the 
nation. 

The  help  we  receive 

Let  me  conclude  with  some  inadequate  words  of  thanks  to  all  those 
who  have  helped  the  College  and  its  students  throughout  this  year. 
Visitors  have  only  to  look  about  them  to  see  why  I  am  an  ardent 
advocate  of  the  voluntary  principle.  We  have  governors  and 
benefactors  and  amanuenses  and  readers  and  helpers  and 
Community  Service  Volunteers.  We  could  not  survive  without  them. 
We  have  a  dedicated  staff  at  all  levels,  teaching,  caring,  and 
supporting  generally.  Thankfully  our  students  are  rewarding  to  teach 
and  fully  justify  the  immense  amount  of  help  they  receive.  One  day 
they  will  repay  their  debt.  For  the  moment  however  my  thanks  to  all 
those  volunteer  helpers,  as  well  as  staff  and  students,  for  a  happy 
stimulating  and  productive  year. 
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DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

THE  PILKINGTON  DEPARTMENT  OF  BUSINESS  STUDIES 

First  year  students  in  the  Department  are  enrolled  on  to  the  BTEC 
(Business  and  Technician  Education  Council)  General  Level 
courses.  The  BTEC  course  offers  all  our  students  the  opportunity  of 
studying  a  wide  range  of  Business  Studies  subjects  (eight  in  total)  and 
it  provides  them  with  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  skills  required  for 
later  employment  in  clerical  occupations. 

Thirty-four  students  were  entered  for  the  General  Diploma  award 
in  the  June  examinations.  Each  student  had  to  sit  three  examinations 
in  the  respective  Core  Modules,  and  these  results  were  added  to 
coursework  assessment  grades  to  produce  the  final  result  for  each 
student.  Twenty-two  students  obtained  a  pass,  and  of  this  number  six 
students  did  exceptionally  well  and  gained  the  highest  award — a 
Diploma  pass  with  Credit.  The  College  results  compare  well  with 
those  of  the  National  Average  for  the  BTEC  General  Awards. 

Greater  emphasis  is  now  being  given  to  the  skill  of  audio¬ 
typewriting,  and  we  looked  forward  to  receiving  the  results  from  the 
new  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  Audio  Typewriting  examin¬ 
ations.  These  examinations,  set  for  the  first  time  in  June  1983, 
covered  three  levels  of  skill  acquisition;  Higher,  Intermediate  and 
Elementary.  The  results  were  very  good  at  all  three  levels,  and  at 
Higher  level  all  our  candidates  passed,  with  nine  out  of  ten  students 
gaining  Distinctions. 

Our  students  continue  to  do  well  in  Shorthand  examinations,  and 
we  were  pleased  with  the  high  pass  rate  gained.  Students  strive  hard 
to  reach  the  intermediate  goal  of  §0  w.p.m.  and  some  move  on  then  to 
speeds  approaching  or  surpassing  100  w.p.m. 

Two  examples  of  the  successes  gained  by  our  leavers  are  Robert 
Winter,  who  achieved  Distinction  standard  both  in  Shorthand  at  120 
w.p.m.  and  in  Higher  Audio  Typewriting,  and  Amanda  Haley  who 
achieved  Distinction  standard  both  in  Shorthand  at  90  w.p.m.  and  in 
Higher  Audio  Typewriting. 

During  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  course  the  range  of  office- 
related  tasks  available  to  our  students  is  widened.  These  include  an 
introduction  to  the  skills  of  telephony  and  word  processing,  the 
practical  use  of  office  machinery,  and  experience  in  the  Work 
Practice  Office.  The  Work  Practice  Office  provides  a  varied  range  of 
realistic  tasks  for  students  to  perform,  for  it  is  a  busy  office  which 
operates  at  the  very  centre  of  College  activity.  The  College  has  an 
electronic  switchboard,  and  students  are  given  practical  training  in 
its  operation  and  develop  their  confidence  in  dealing  with  incoming 
and  outgoing  calls.  The  skill  of  word  processing  is  increasingly 
important,  and  all  final  year  students  gain  practical  experience.  At 
the  time  of  writing  we  have  just  taken  delivery  of  two  speech 
terminals,  and  this  venture  should  open  up  exciting  possibilities  in 
database  management  for  our  students. 
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We  have  continued  to  expand  our  provision  of  Work  Experience 
for  final  year  students.  It  gives  them  the  chance  to  practise  both  their 
commercial  skills  and  their  mobility  skills.  The  development  of  social 
skills  is  also  important,  for  students  will  need  to  show  some  degree  of 
self-confidence  when  placed  in  an  office  environment.  We  expect  the 
student  to  perform  whatever  tasks  need  to  be  done,  and  they  usually 
manage  to  do  this  successfully.  Sometimes  their  success  is  such  that 
they  may  be  requested  to  stay  on  for  a  longer  period  by  the 
employer — in  Denise  Larter’s  case,  for  instance,  this  meant  guide 
dog  and  all! 

Three  of  our  students  were  selected  to  work  on  a  stand  at  the 
International  Business  Show  in  Birmingham  in  October.  The  stand 
was  run  under  the  aegis  of  the  “Opportunities  for  the  Disabled” 
organisation.  Erica  Grimsey,  Mark  Allen,  and  Anthony  Gough  were 
placed  into  this  goldfish  bowl  and  then  proceeded  to  swim  about 
happily,  demonstrating  their  skills  in  Typewriting,  Word  Processing, 
the  Optacon,  and  Reception  and  Telephony  duties.  We  are  very 
proud  of  them. 

Although  students  gain  certificates  issued  by  external  examining 
bodies,  we  have  decided  to  issue  leavers  with  a  supplementary 
College-devised  certificate.  This  Certificate  in  Office  Competence 
shows  potential  employers  the  complete  range  of  office  skills  that  a 
student  has  mastered.  For  instance,  students  who  have  received 
training  in  Reception  and  Telephony  duties  and  Word  Processing 
skills  will  not  have  sat  for  a  public  examination.  The  certificate 
includes  these  subjects  and  so  gives  a  comprehensive  reflection  of  a 
student’s  capabilities. 

In  March  we  ran  a  weekend  school  at  the  College  for  the 
Association  of  Visually  Handicapped  Office  Workers.  This  school, 
under  the  auspices  of  Bill  Lambert,  offered  a  course  in  new 
developments  in  office  technology.  It  was  most  successful,  and  we 
intend  to  run  a  similar  course  next  year.

BERNARD  SUNLEY  NATIONAL  COMPUTING  CENTRE 

The  Centre’s  intake  of  students  increased  to  39  this  year.  There  are 
16  City  and  Guilds  students,  3  ‘A’  level  students  and  20  ‘O’  level 
students. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of  City  and  Guilds  Certificate 
students  it  has  been  necessary  to  run  two  courses  in  parallel.  Mrs. 
Cynthia  Vanya,  a  very  experienced  programmer,  was  brought  in  to 
assist  and  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  students  on  account  of  her 
practical  experience  in  large  computer  installations. 

The  Training  Services  Division  which  is  sponsoring  8  students  has 
agreed  to  the  purchase  of  devices  to  enable  our  students  to  do  their 
work  experience.  With  their  help  we  plan  to  purchase  2  Brailink 
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Braille  terminals  and  2  terminals  with  extra  large  characters. 

Students  this  year  will  have  a  6  week  work  experience  which  will  be 
invaluable  to  them  in  enlarging  their  knowledge  of  practical  work 
situations.  They  will  write  a  report  on  this  work  and  a  copy  will  be 
presented  to  the  work  provider.  Once  students  have  made  substantial 
progress  in  their  projects  they  are  introduced  to  the  languages  Cobol 
and  Basic. 

Our  new  Imp  computer,  made  available  from  D.O.I.  funds, 
enables  8  students  to  work  simultaneously,  and  we  can  run  programs 
in  several  computer  languages  namely,  ‘Cobol’,  ‘Basic’,  ‘Pascal’,  ‘C’. 
In  addition  we  have  a  communications  link  between  the  Imp  and  the 
Zilog  machines,  giving  better  use  of  the  facilities  by  permitting 
students  to  create  files  on  the  Imp  and  to  compile  and  run  them  on 
the  Zilog.  The  2  speech  terminals  from  Braid  (D.O.I.  funding) 
increase  the  Centre  s  ability  to  provide  appropriate  equipment  to 
match  students’  needs  and  preferences. 

The  Centre’s  programming  assistant  Mr.  Richard  Bines  has 
written  software  enabling  students  to  write  programs  on  the  Apple 
computer  giving  speech  output,  and  this  is  very  helpful  to  our  totally 
blind  students.  We  are  experimenting  with  speech  on  the  Zenith  and 
B.B.C.  micros. 

I  would  particuarly  like  to  thank  Richard  who  joined  us  after 
successfully  completing  the  City  and  Guilds  course  last  year.  He  has 
given  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  has  done  work  on  the  computer 
system  which  has  allowed  the  teaching  staff  to  concentrate  on  their 
teaching.  Mr.  Ernest  Bate,  the  Mountbatten  research  fellow,  has 
given  valuable  support  to  the  Centre  by  advice  and  assistance  on 
programming  and  equipment.

DEPARTMENT  OF  GENERAL  STUDIES 

The  Department  continued  to  expand  and  improve  its  services. 
One  innovation  worth  noting  is  the  introduction  by  Ruth  Mohan  of 
College  Braille  Examinations  as  an  incentive  for  more  rapid 
completion  of  braille  courses.  The  examinations  are  at  three  levels: 
Elementary,  Intermediate  and  Proficiency;  each  is  in  two  parts, 
Reading  and  Writing,  and  a  pass  is  required  in  each  with  grades  of 
Distinction,  Credit  and  Pass  being  awarded.  They  have  proved 
popular  with  students  as  they  provide  achievable  goals  within  a 
reasonable  time  span  and  there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 
speed  of  learning. 

In  English  the  new  lecturing  appointments  have  enabled  us  to  offer 
a  far  higher  level  of  provision  in  this  crucial  area  with  much  more 
individual  attention  being  possible  as  well  as  a  general  increase  in  the 
amount  of  lecture  time  available. 

Numbers  taking  ‘O’  level  courses  in  Mathematics  were  up  again 
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and  it  was  especially  pleasing  to  see  the  numbers  taking  ‘A’  level  on 
the  increase.  There  were  initially  some  doubts  as  to  whether  we  could 
sustain  'A'  level  Maths  here  but  its  future  now  appears  assured.  The 
Maths  lecturers  have  also  taken  on  responsibility  for  two  Business 
Calculation  groups  of  the  BTEC  course  and  this  increased  workload, 
allied  to  the  enforced  use  of  temporary  classrooms,  led  to  a  rather 
hectic  Autumn  Term.  These  difficulties  were  resolved  in  January  by 
the  arrival  of  the  new  lecturer  and  the  removal  of  all  Mathematics 
teaching  to  the  New  Building  where  it  is  firmly  and  happily 
ensconced  in  rather  splendid  well-furnished  new  classrooms. 

The  ‘A’  level  Physics  course  at  Herefordshire  Technical  College, 
pioneered  successfully  by  one  partially  sighted  student,  was  joined  by 
four  more  of  our  students,  two  of  them  braille  users  and  the  others 
with  severe  visual  difficulties.  We  are  providing  strong  support  both 
in  terms  of  resource  and  tutorial  help  and  their  progress  so  far  has 
been  excellent. 

New  equipment  acquired  during  the  year  included  two  BBC 
Microcomputers,  one  the  gift  of  Bulmers’  Employee  Charity 
Committee;  three  lecturers  have  attended  a  course  in  the  use  of  these 
machines  for  teaching.  Also  new  was  a  Ph/temperature  meter  for  the 
Human  Biology  Laboratory  which  was  fitted  with  an  audio  output 
by  the  Technical  Resources  Department,  enabling  totally  blind 
students  to  measure  soil  acidity  or  use  the  machine  as  a  thermometer, 
and  a  Scaler/Ratemeter/Timer  with  audio  output  for  the  Physics 
Laboratory  which  is  being  used  as  a  sophisticated  measuring  device 
for  radio  activity.  The  addition  of  a  voice  chip  to  one  of  our 
Microcomputers  has  given  braillists  taking  ‘A’  level  Mathematics  the 
same  facilities  print  users  have  from  their  conventional  scientific 
calculators. 

As  always  there  was  a  large  number  of  visits  during  the  year.  The 
‘O’  level  English  Literature  groups  went  to  Malvern  Festival  Theatre 
where  they  saw  a  competent  production  of  one  of  their  set  texts, 
“Romeo  and  Juliet”,  and  to  the  National  Theatre  for  another  set 
text,  “The  Rivals” — a  glittering  and  colourful  production  which 
enthralled  even  the  sceptics.  ‘A’  level  English  students  visited 
Birmingham  Repertory  Theatre  for  a  workshop  session  on  “The 
Caretaker”.  A  wide  range  of  field  trips  was  organised  for  Geography 
and  Environmental  Studies,  most  of  them  local,  but  two  weekends 
were  spent  in  Wales;  one  looking  at  Elan  Valley,  the  Rheidol  and 
Aberystwyth,  concentrating  on  land  use;  and  the  second  to  the  dunes 
of  Ynyslas,  the  Centre  for  Alternative  Technology,  Dolgellau,  and  a 
gold  mine.  ‘A’  level  Historians  attended  five  weekly  evening  sessions 
of  the  Historical  Association  Autumn  Series  lectures  on  European 
History  at  the  School  of  Education,  University  of  Birmingham;  first 
year  students  interested  in  Physiotherapy  as  a  career  visited  the 
North  London  School  of  Physiotherapy;  ‘A’  and  ‘O’  level 
Mathematicians  spent  a  day  at  the  Science  Museum  concentrating  on 

Human  Biology  Tutorial:  Mrs.  Judith  Wilson  and  Andrew  King 
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the  Mathematics  Gallery  and  getting  an  historical  perspective  on 
Maths.  The  annual  trip  to  Ludlow  took  place  right  at  the  end  of  the 
year  where  we  saw  a  richly  costumed  and  spectacular  production  of 
“Antony  and  Cleopatra”,  an  added  bonus  being  that  it  was  also  an 
‘A’  level  set  text. 

A  total  of  eighteen  ‘O’  levels  and  six  ‘A’  levels  were  offered  this 
year;  results  appear  elsewhere  in  this  Report.  The  ‘A’  level  results 
were  particularly  gratifying  in  that  ten  of  the  eleven  final  year 
General  Studies  students  obtained  the  qualifications  necessary  to 
move  on  to  Higher  Education  or  Professional  Training.  We  wish 
all  of  them  the  very  best  of  success. 

In  broad  terms  the  department  exists  to  provide  general  education 
for  all  students  at  the  College  and  to  equip  its  own  students  with  the 
necessary  qualifications  to  move  on  to  higher  education.  In  terms  of 
the  latter  this  has  been  the  best  year  ever.

DEPARTMENT  OF  LIVING  SKILLS 

Once  again  I  can  report  a  continued  demand  for  our  services;  not 
only  for  the  principal  constituents  of  our  programme  but  also  for  the 
supportive  advisory  services  we  offer  as  part  of  our  resource 
provision:  Travel  enquiries,  Consumer  queries.  Sport  and  Leisure 
contacts,  to  list  the  more  popular. 

The  on-going  Living  Out  and  Work  Experience  Programmes  with 
which  we  are  involved  in  a  supportive  role  provide  an  opportunity  to 
bring  together  all  aspects  of  Living  Skills,  practical  and  social,  in 
meaningful  situations.  To  assist  in  this  preparation  we  have  recently 
received  the  use  of  a  four  bedroomed  detached  house  situated  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  College.  Students  remain  for  a  few  weeks 
with  unobtrusive  supervision.  They  are  responsible  for  taking  care  of 
themselves  and  the  house.  The  experience  gained  in  budgeting, 
planning  meals,  shopping,  cooking,  cleaning  and  all  the 
supplementary  skills,  enhanced  by  the  need  to  exercise  tolerance,  co¬ 
operation  and  independence  is  a  valuable  preparation  for  the  future. 

We  continue  to  extend  the  range  of  aids  and  equipment  available 
in  the  Home  Economics  rooms.  This  last  year  an  additional 
Microwave  Oven  and  Food  Processor  have  been  obtained  while  the 
Electric  and  Gas  cookers  have  been  replaced  with  current  models. 

In  July  in  co-operation  with  the  Southern  and  Western  Regional 
Association  for  the  Blind  we  organised  a  weekend  Living  Skills 
Refresher  Course  for  Visually  Handicapped  Young  Adults. 

We  continue  to  extend  the  Mobility  provision;  all  students  have 
the  opportunity  to  receive  training  and  more  are  realising  that  to 
cope  with  the  ever  increasing  congestion,  more  complex  traffic

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systems  and  the  reduction  in  public  transport  formal  training  is  vital. 

In  September  eight  students  returned  to  the  College  for  their  final 
year  with  their  recently  acquired  Guide  Dogs.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
advice  and  assistance  provided  by  the  Guide  Dogs  Training  Centre  at 
Leamington,  with  whom  we  have  established  close  links.  Each  year 
we  organise  a  visit  to  the  centre  for  those  students  considering 
making  an  application  for  a  Guide  Dog. 

As  usual  this  year  has  demonstrated  the  great  enthusiasm  by  the 
students  to  participate  in  the  wide  variety  of  activities  available.  This 
year  has  seen  the  introduction  of  Akeido,  Ladies  Self-Defence,  Sub- 
Aqua  Diving  and  a  Marathon  Running  training  squad.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

Until  December  1981  we  had  always  held  our  Carol  Service  for 
Advent  and  Christmas  on  a  Sunday  evening,  but  because  snow  had 
fallen,  snow  on  snow,  it  was  postponed  that  year  until  the  following 
Tuesday  afternoon.  The  result  was  that  a  far  greater  number  of 
students  and  staff  attended  the  Service  than  had  ever  done  so  before, 
so  we  again  held  the  Service  on  a  working  day  last  Christmas.  The 
Reverend  Hugh  Broad.  Anglican  Chaplain  to  the  College,  conducted 
it,  and  the  event  proved  so  popular  that  we  had  to  bring  in  extra 
chairs  at  the  last  minute. 

On  March  1st  we  celebrated  Founders’  Day,  with  a  Service  in  the 
morning  at  which  the  address  was  given  by  Michael  Campbell,  Head 
of  Music  at  Worcester  College,  and  a  distinguished  former  student  of 
this  one.  In  the  evening  concert  our  most  outstanding  piano  student, 
David  Tompkins,  played  Beethoven’s  Sonata  Pathetique  and  pieces 
by  Chopin,  and  my  contribution  was  made  up  of  organ  music  by 
blind  composers,  including  the  “thank  you”  piece  I  wrote  for  Lord 
Howard  de  Walden  when  he  gave  us  our  new  organ. 

Several  of  our  students  took  part  in  this  year’s  blind  schools  Music 
Festival  held  at  Rushton  Hall  School  on  Wednesday,  March  9th.  At 
about  that  time  I  was  invited  by  Robert  Hoare,  the  newly  appointed 
Head  of  Music  at  the  R.N.I.B.,  to  suggest  names  of  young  people 
who  I  thought  were  worthy  to  play  in  a  series  of  concerts  in  the 
United  States,  such  concerts  being  organised  by  the  Lions  Club,  I 
put  forward  the  names  of  David  Tompkins,  already  mentioned,  and 
John  Savage,  a  recent  R.N.C.  music  student.  Both  young  men  have 
been  given  places  on  the  tour,  which  will  take  place  in  the  Summer  of 
next  vear. 

Our  two  concert  grands  were  heard  together  in  a  fine  recital  given 
Department  of  Music:  Steven  Gilbert 
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by  Alison  Pottinger  and  Joyce  Woodhead  at  the  end  of  the  Spring 
term,  and  on  Tuesday,  May  10th,  Ruth  Hastings  and  Brian  Perkins 
gave  us  a  most  excellent  recital  of  songs  with  guitar.  Mr.  Perkins 
showed  us  in  some  solo  pieces  just  how  expressive  the  guitar  can 
sound  when,  as  occasionally  happens,  that  instrument  gets  into  the 
hands  of  a  true  artist.  The  most  outstanding  recital  in  College  during 
the  last  twelve  months  took  place  on  June  28th,  when  Sir  George 
Thalben  Ball  enchanted  a  capacity  audience  with  his  unrivalled 
musicianship  as  an  organist.  Sir  George,  now  in  his  late  80’s,  is  a 
Governor  of  the  College,  but  it  was  as  his  worshipping  former 
student  that  I  heard  the  great  man  play  that  night,  and  Oh,  how  much 
I  have  still  to  learn  from  him.

Philip  Kennedy  has  joined  the  staff  as  a  Lecturer  in  Piano  Tuning 
and  Repairs  (teaching  mainly  tuning).  He  started  in  September  when 
our  student  numbers  were  increased  from  30  to  32. 

To  our  Accountant’s  dismay,  the  Tuning  Department  has  been  on 
a  spending  spree  buying  pianos  and  equipment  needed  for  the  new 
tuning  rooms.  We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  that  knowing  so 
many  people  in  the  trade  we  have  purchased  some  real  bargains 
including  an  8'  Bechstein  Grand  and  an  8'  10"  Steinway  Concert 
Grand. 

Visitors  to  the  College  have  included  Mr.  Martin  Lock,  who  gave  a 
talk  back  in  November  1982,  and  Mr.  Lydall  of  the  London  College 
of  Furniture  who  visited  us  with  two  students.  Mr.  Peter  Harness  of 
Heckscher’s  made  his  annual  visit  to  the  College  on  30th  September 
and  brought  a  display  of  tools  and  materials  needed  by  a  Piano  Tuner 
in  his  work.  Mr.  Mark  Loveday  from  Fletcher  &  Newman  paid  his 
first  visit  to  the  College  and  likewise  brought  tools  and  materials. 
Both  firms  are  likely  to  be  used  by  students  when  they  start  out  on 
their  careers. 

We,  ourselves,  have  been  out  and  about  visiting  different  places: 
Steinway’s  reconditioning  workshops  in  London;  Bluthner’s 
workshop,  Perivale,  where  we  purchased  some  pianos  for  the 
department  at  very  reasonable  prices;  Queen  Alexandra  College, 
Birmingham,  where  Mr.  LeFeuvre  gave  a  talk;  Herrburger  Brook’s 
action-making  factory  at  Long  Eaton;  Mr.  Wigmore  and  two 
students  took  our  1831  Broadway  Grand  to  Witney,  Oxon,  to  be 
restored  by  the  Marfleet  family;  Bosendorfer’s  in  London  who 
presented  us  with  a  strungback  and  from  whom  we  bought  a  small 
Kimball  Grand;  Mr.  Cooper  visited  Dorton  House  and  gave  a  talk  to 
pupils;  Bentley’s  piano  factory  at  Stroud  was  visited  by  7  students 
and  2  staff. 

This  year,  the  David  Marks  Competition  was  held  at  College.  This 
competition  is  held  every  two  years  and  is  open  to  visually 
handicapped  students  or  people  who  began  training  no  more  than 
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5  years  ago  throughout  Britain.  For  the  second  time,  it  was  won 
by  Avtar  Singh,  a  former  pupil  of  the  College. 

Even  in  these  hard  times,  all  those  who  have  qualified  satisfactorily 
are  either  engaged  in  building  up  their  own  business  or  are  employed 
by  firms. 

The  Tuning  Department  would  like  to  express  its  gratitude 
through  this  report  for  all  the  donations  which  have  been  received 
towards  the  new  tuning  block.

ART  AND  CRAFT 

Caro  Foster  let t  us  in  May  and  Vicki  Murray  has  taken  over,  and 
the  popularity  of  weaving  continues  to  develop  under  her  care. 
Already  she  has  established  her  own  style  of  teaching  and  is 
introducing  new  ideas.  Caro  gave  the  weaving  its  firm  foundation 
and  in  doing  so  has  helped  to  broaden  the  scope  of  what  I  have  come 
to  regard  as  the  new  Art  Department. 

As  well  as  the  recreational  opportunities  that  we  have  always 
provided,  we  are  now  making  a  more  tangible  contribution  to 
students’  futures;  our  two  ‘A’  level  entrants  in  the  Summer  both 
passed;  ‘O’  level  results  were  also  extremely  good.  Our  own  Craft 
Certificates  were  also  awarded  for  the  first  time  this  Summer  in 
Weaving  and  in  Pottery.  The  results  indicate  that  students  had 
enjoyed  and  benefited  from  their  courses,  which  have  been  provided 
primarily  for  Business  Studies  and  Foundation  Course  students.

LEARNING  AND  TECHNICAL 
RESOURCES 

LIBRARY  AND  LEARNING  RESOURCES 

In  September  1982,  first  year  Business  Studies  students  began 
working  towards  the  new  Business  Education  Council’s  Diploma. 
For  the  first  time,  students  were  required  to  learn  how  to  handle 
information  and  use  libraries  as  part  of  their  basic  College  course. 
Staff  from  the  Business  Studies  Department  and  I  organised  sessions 
in  the  library  with  groups  of  BTEC  students.  The  students  then 
completed  worksheets  on  various  aspects  of  library  knowledge,  and 
had  their  work  assessed  by  lecturers  who  had  been  at  the  original 
sessions  in  the  library.  The  advent  of  the  BTEC  course  also  increased 
the  use  of  typewriters  in  the  library.  Since  students  on  this  course 
were  required  to  give  in  their  written  work  in  typescript,  more 
typewriters  were  required  in  all  the  College  study  areas.  Two  were 
added  (including  one  large  print  typewriter)  in  the  library  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  Interestingly,  this  fact  seems  to  have  stimulated 
students  on  other  courses  into  typing  out  their  work,  too.  Large  print 
typewriters,  as  well  as  CCTV  machines,  now  have  to  be  ferried 
around  College  at  examination  times! 

1983  saw  the  College  computer  unit  move  into  the  New  Building, 
and,  with  this,  the  Superbrain  became  accessible  to  staff.  I  managed 
to  book  an  hour  a  week  on  it,  and  having  cut  my  word  processing 
teeth  on  compiling  a  list  of  College  audio-visual  equipment,  and  a 
new  edition  of  the  College  library  guide,  I  began  to  compile  a  list  of 
audio  tapes  in  the  library.  The  tape  library  is  the  only  area  where  the 
students  are  unable  to  browse,  so  such  a  list  has  been  much  needed. 
Now,  with  a  machine  that  could  interfile  as  easily  as  a  card  system. 
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and  produce  print  or  braille  to  order, 
finish  this  by  Summer  1984.

TECHNICAL  RESOURCES 

°nce  again  Speech  has  been  the  theme  for  the  year,  and  the 
Talking  Thermometer  has  been  finished.  This  is  a  calculator  sized 
battery  operated  unit,  to  read  from  0—  100°C,  although  minus 
temperatures  are  possible,  over  a  limited  range. 

Both  the  “Talking  Frequency  Temperature  and  Humidity  Meter” 
and  the  “Hand  Held  Talking  Digital  Multimeter”  are  still  being 
developed.  There  are  of  course  “Talking  Multimeters”  already 
available,  but  the  cost  is  prohibitive,  and  projects  of  this  nature 
generate  many  offshoots  and  circuit  ideas  which  can  be  used  with 
other  projects. 

The  Reprographics  Area  is  a  fairly  smooth  running  unit  now  and 
has  had  an  extractor  fan  fitted  to  deal  with  the  fumes  normally 
associated  with  such  machines. 

Other  projects  started  this  year  include: 

(i)  A  new  approach  to  the  “Portable  Braille  Scale”; 

(ii)  “Parallel  to  serial  Interface”  to  use  the  parallel  port  on  the 
Zilog  Computer  to  feed  a  serial  printer  remotely  situated  from 
the  computer.

A  unique  opportunity  arose  to  assist  with  this  project  when  we 
were  fortunate  to  receive  an  offer  of  a  Charity  Concert  from  the 
Treorchy  Male  Choir  and  supporting  artists.  This  proved  to  be  a 
most  popular  evening  and  it  was  heartening  to  receive  such 
enthusiastic  support  for  the  first  event  of  this  kind  the  R.N.C.  has 
organised  in  Hereford.  A  total  of  £2,889  was  raised,  to  be  shared 
equally  between  the  College  and  the  R.N.I.B.  Local  Fund  for  the 
Blind  and  we  are  much  indebted  to  all  those  who  contributed  to  this 
highly  rewarding  Concert,  with  such  generous  benefit  for  both 
charities. 
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Special  mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  timely  assistance  the 
College  received  this  year  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  Art  Gallery. 
Previous  funding  had  expired  but  thanks  to  a  splendid  grant  from  the 
Calouste  Gulbenkian  Foundation,  the  work  of  the  Gallery  has  been 
able  to  continue.

Mr.  Peter  Campbell,  the  Director  of  “Jim’ll  Fix  It”,  came  to  inform 
us  that  in  four  weeks’  time  we  would  be  taking  part  in  the  greatest 
equestrian  event  of  the  year  at  Wembley  Arena.  We  were  very  excited 
and  looked  forward  to  the  eighth  of  October. 

Our  trainer,  Nic  Saunders  from  the  Greenbank  Riding  School, 
who  taught  us  to  ride  two  years  ago,  was  asked  if  we  could  ride  two  of 
her  horses  at  Wembley,  which  were  Poric-Tit-Tania  and  Irish  Time. 
After  two  weeks’  hard  training  we  were  ready  for  the  big  event. 

On  Saturday  morning  we  were  filmed  grooming  and  tacking  up  the 
horses,  after  which  we  were  interviewed  by  the  press  and  Raymond 
Brooks-Ward  who  commentated  for  the  BBC.  He  wanted  to  know 
what  we  were  studying  at  College  and  what  hobbies  we  had. 

The  exciting  moment  had  arrived.  We  mounted  our  horses  and  we 
were  filmed  riding  from  the  stables  up  to  the  Arena,  accompanied  by 
our  grooms,  Jo  and  Lee.  Before  entering  the  Arena  we  rode  round 
the  collecting  ring  to  warm  up  the  horses.  Then  we  entered  the  Arena 
to  walk  the  course,  which  consisted  of  six  jumps  all  of  which  were 
three  feet  high,  and  we  heard  Raymond  Brooks-Ward  informing  the 
crowd  that  we  were  being  filmed  for  “Jim’ll  Fix  It”  and  telling  them 
all  about  us. 

Out  in  the  collecting  ring  we  heard  our  horses  called  and  we  had 
butterflies  in  our  stomachs.  Irish  Time  was  the  first  to  jump  and  had  a 
clear  round  in  39.17  seconds.  Then  it  was  Poric-Tit-Tania’s  turn. 
She  jumped  the  course  in  42.39  seconds. 

We  were  both  called  back  into  the  Arena  to  the  applause  of  the 
crowd  where  Harvey  Smith  and  David  Broome  were  waiting  to 
present  us  with  our  “Jim’ll  Fix  It”  badges  and  rosettes.  They  asked  us 
if  we  enjoyed  it  and  they  said  we  rode  very  well.  We  were  then  asked 
to  do  a  lap  of  honour  and  to  our  surprise  the  crowd  gave  us  a  standing 
ovation  and  the  atmosphere  was  both  electric  and  emotional. 

After  the  competition  we  met  most  of  the  top  show  jumpers  who 
congratulated  us  on  our  achievement. 

We  had  a  marvellous  day  and  one  which  we  shall  treasure  in  our 
memories  for  ever.

ON  SHOW 

Initially,  I  had  mixed  feelings  about  taking  part  in  the 
International  Business  Show.  Of  course,  I  felt  honoured  that  I  should 
be  chosen  to  represent  the  College,  along  with  two  other  final-year 
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students,  but  I  somehow  felt  apprehensive;  would  I  be  able  to 
demonstrate  to  all  those  people  what  we  were  trying  to  get  across  on 
our  stand  with  Opportunities  for  the  Disabled—  the  fact  that  disabled 
applicants,  given  the  same  chances  as  everyone  else,  can  make 
efficient  and  confident  employees? 

Opportunities  is  a  voluntary  organisation  which  aims  to  assist 
disabled  people  in  their  search  for  employment,  and  they  were 
ottered  a  stand  at  this  year’s  Business  Show,  so  they  contacted  our 
College  and  asked  if  three  of  our  students  would  like  to  join  them  on 
it.  Among  their  members  was  Tony,  confined  to  a  wheelchair  but  a 
brilliant  engineer;  Jane,  with  quite  a  serious  form  of  cerebral  palsy 
but  who  nevertheless  overcame  her  speech  and  co-ordination 
difficulties  and  is  a  Chartered  Accountant  with  IBM  Computers,  and 
Dianne,  an  unfortunate  victim  of  a  serious  motor  cycle  accident 
leading  to  complete  paralysis  of  the  right  forearm,  who  works  for 
Opportunities  as  a  secretary,  typing  at  forty-five  words  a  minute  with 
one  hand.  Se,  we  had  a  lot  to  prove,  and  as  the  Exhibition  progressed, 
I  think  our  message  was  becoming  more  clear,  with  the  help  of  our 
stickers  which  practically  nobody  left  the  stand  without — “Don’t 
Handicap  the  Disabled”.  The  stand  was  arranged  like  an  office. 
Telecom  adapted  Opportunities'  switchboard  so  that  their  calls  came 
through  to  us  at  the  NEC,  a  couple  of  typewriters,  shorthand 
machines  and  audio  equipment,  plus  the  Optacon  and  Viewscan 
which  was  connected  up  to  a  word  processor  which  all  formed  part  of 
the  stand.  There  were,  of  course,  times  when  there  was  little  or 
nothing  happening,  but  at  busy  moments,  our  stand  was  as  well 
attended  as  any  of  the  others  in  the  Show.  In  fact,  many  employers 
showed  immense  interest  in  us,  and  seemed  extremely  surprised  that 
most  of  the  equipment  we  were  using  was  not  specialised  in  any  way. 
The  number  of  people  who  came  up  and  said  to  me,  “That  is  an 
ordinary  typewriter  you  are  using,  isn’t  it?” — because  I  did  do  quite  a 
lot  of  typing  as  well  as  reading  with  the  Optacon — were  numerous. 
There  was  a  Doctor  who  came  to  the  stand  who  showed  particular 
interest  in  me,  and  I  am  still  hoping  that  such  a  contact  may  lead  to 
employment  in  the  medical  field. 

All  in  all,  the  Exhibition  was,  I  think,  a  marvellous  experience.  It 
was  tiring,  certainly,  but  extremely  interesting  talking  to  and  meeting 
so  many  different  people.  Whether  we  successfully  proved  our  point, 
only  time  will  tell,  but  any  scheme  such  as  this  can  only  help  in 
making  us  feel  equals  among  our  so-called  able-bodied  competitors 
when  searching  for  the  jobs  which  are  now  becoming  more  elusive 
every  day.

Important  Speech  by  the 
RT.  HON.  JOHN  BRIGHT,  M.P. 

“We  all  know  that  if  there  be  one  feeling  in  the  world  more 
universal  than  another  it  is  the  feeling  of  sympathy  for  the  blind.  We 
have  this  sympathy  from  our  childhood.  But  there  is  one  thing  that  is 
not  general,  not  at  all  universal,  not  even  common,  and  that  is  a 
knowledge  of  what  may  be  done  with  and  for  the  blind;  and  that  is 
precisely  the  knowledge  we  gather  today  from  what  we  have  seen, 
from  what  we  know  of  what  is  done  here,  and  of  the  success  of  this 
noble  Institution.  The  object  of  this  College  is  to  bring  that  universal 
sympathy  into,  if  not  universal,  yet  general  and  extensive  action. 

“Let  any  of  us  imagine  for  the  moment  we  are  blind,  and  blind 
without  any  of  the  advantages  which  this  College  is  intended  to  give; 
then  the  blindness  is  not  blindness  of  the  outward  sight  alone;  it  is  not 
that  we  are  shut  out  from  the  light  of  the  sun,  moon,  and  stars,  but  we 
are  shut  out  from  mental  light  itself  to  a  very  large  extent.  The  blind 
coming  to  this  Institution  and  passing  through  its  classes,  obtaining 
to  the  full  extent  the  admirable  education  which  is  given,  are  in  a 
different  condition;  they  do  not  see  sun,  moon,  or  stars;  but  the  mind 
of  each  is  enlightened;  he  knows  a  hundred  times  more  than  his  poor 
companion  who  has  had  no  instruction,  and  the  difference  between 
the  two  is  far  greater  than  can  be  measured  by  any  language  that  I  am 
capable  of  uttering.  The  one  case  is  hopeless,  the  other  is  hopeful. 

“In  the  one  case  there  is  for  the  most  part  solitude  and  gloom,  and 
in  the  other  case  power  to  enter  into  society  and  power  to  look  upon 
life  with  some  degree  of  cheerfulness;  for  the  person  who  is  educated 
has  a  hundred  different  paths  in  which  he  can  employ  his  thoughts 
and  in  which  he  can  derive  instruction,  amusement,  and  pleasure 
which  are  entirely  shut  out  to  the  one  whose  blindness  of  body  is 
never  lightened  by  the  illumination  of  his  mind  .  .  .”
